They asked the deposit be returned 
before they left town for Virginia, and 
they compromised by accepting a check 
for $75.

and discovered the

the community. 


Precipitation totaled just

O - h multiple sclerotit inheritable? It there 
mnr reason why a man with the ditease should 
not hate children.* 
A. There are more sufferers from multiple scle­ 
rosis among members of families of patients with 
this disease than can be accounted for by chance, 
and to this extent the disease certainly shows a 
tendency to “run in families.” However, there 
ace ms to be no recognizable inheritable pattern, 
although the disease seems to affect brother and 
aister more often than parent and child. It would 
be illogical to express an opinion on the advisa­ 
bility of a man with multiple sclerosis having 
children without knowing the entire family his­ 
tory. Such advice is best solicited from the at­ 
tending psysician.
